If to you, like nte, jazz is. any 
kind of syncopated music that 
was developed in this country 
during the last half century, with 
the exception of blues balads. and 
hill-billy tunes, you’ve been all 
wrong! 

According to Mrs. William Lee 
(Roberta) Stader, 446 Winn Dr., 
while jazz was born in America, | 
out of the tunes African slaves 
brought to this country, it has 
continued to grow, to change and 
to be refined. It’s newest inter- 
pretation is Known among the 
experts as progressive jazz. That, 
my children, according to the 
lady, who is an expert and a mu-| 
sician, is something really creat- 
ive and is only achieved through | 
skill and fine musicianship. 

Those of us who are not “‘hep’’, | 
nor are ‘‘sent’’ may find some 
consolation in Mrs. Stader’s be-| 
lief that progressive jazz may} 
even rout out rock and roll. She 
says it is not raucous, like Dixie- 
land, nor discordant and once 
one is familiarized with its new 
sounds one is an avid fan. 

“Jazz,’’ she says, ‘‘is.a method 
of playing. Progressive jazz starts 
with a riff.’ When she explained 
that it added up to the phrase or 
theme at the beginning. 

“After the riff that phrase is 
taken up separately by the play- 
ers who improvise, separately 
and together within the frame- 
work of that phrase.’ The riff 
is repeated as is the improvising. 

For followers of jazz it makes 
for exciting listening, as accord+ 
ing to Mrs. Stader, there is very) 
little original jazz composed and | 
the improvising often includes | 
variations on some of the world’s | 
great music. * |

1. Creation of a new high school district to serve Upland 
and the other foothill communities. 


Due to the great divergence of ideas about the high 
school educational program in the large Chaffey district, 
it is time for residents in. the foothill communities to 
push to compietion the current movement to form a new 
high school disrict. 

We need local control of our secondary educational 
program so adequate classrooms can be provided when 
needed. Without local control, we will be at the mercy 
of Ontario voters — and twice they have denied us the 
right to obtain adequate classrooms for the Upland high 
school campus. 

The movement to form a new high school district 
has been started — and it should be pushed to comple- 
tion,

2. Establishment of a parking assessment district in down- 
town Upland. 


The proposed parking assessment district is: well on 
its way to being realized. It is possible, however, for the 
the proceedings to be cancelled or delayed by obstruct- 
jionists. The fact remains, the big majority of the owners 
of Upland business property want the district and are 
‘willing to pay for it. Its realization will mean the full 
development of the central business area. This will be a 
credit to every person north of the freeway. 


3. Placing of a Second Ave. connection across the Santa 
Fe right-of-way. 


Caught in one delay after another are the detailed 
engineering plans for connecting North and South Sec- 
ond Ave. by a new grade. crossing at the Santa Fe 
tracks.. Approval for this improvement has been given 
all along the way by the officials. Completion of the 
plans ‘must. be pushed at every opportunity — and then 
final approval given at a forthcoming public hearing con- 
ducted by the Public Utilities commission, 


4, Maintenance of high zoning restrictions throughout the 
area north of the freeway from the Los Angeles courtty line 
east through Etiwanda. 


This area is attractive as a residential center due to 
the maintenance of above-the-average zoning restric- 
tions. Minimum size lot in Upland is 7,500 feet, with 
at least a 60-foot frontage. It would be well if the same 
high standards prevailed throughout the foothill area 
east of Upland. 


5. Solve Upland’s rubbish dispeast problem. 


One, of the black marks in the community is the 
smoke that comes from the city’s dump on Campus Ave. 
and 14th St. While there has been talk in the city hall 
of changing the system, definite steps should be taken 
to provide for some other sysem of disposing of the daily 
trash pick-up and discard. Likewise, population increase 
in the other foothill communities will mean the need for 
definite provisions in disposing of the combustible trash 
and other discard, : * 


6. Establishment of a plan for the purchase of park sites 
in Upland and throughout the foothill area. 


Parks are one of the greatest community assets, both 
in utility and appearance. Since it takes years for trees 
to grow, definite steps should be taken now to acquire 
park sites’ and to set out trees, with other park im- 
provements to come later. 


Many other items could be listed, such as a plan for year 
‘round recreational activities; employment of a. promotional 
secretary by Upland business firms; maintenance of logical 
boundary lines between each of the foothill communities, and 
straightening out of the boundary bhetween.Upland and On- 
tario: Saving for heavy industrial use of the area between 
Archibald ‘and Etiwanda Aves. from Arrow Hwy. south and 
establishment’ of the DeVore cut-off as a means of getting 
trucks and ‘tourist traffic off of local arteries.

According to medical author- 
ities we are making neurotics in 
this country faster than we are 
producing psychiatrists to take 
care of them. A friend of mine 
who operates as personal prob- 
lems consultant for @ major air- 
craft corporation, told me: 
“‘Wighty five per cent of the peo- 
ple in this country are operating 
under serious emotional stress 
and 75 per cent of this 85 per 
cent are so confused they don’t 
know what they are confused 
about.’’ 

After going through the rigors 
of parenting a youth while Al 
Star teams were selected for 
Little League play, it dawned on 
me why some of these neurotics 
are being brought into being. 

The sense of not being wanted, 
not fitting in, and not being good 
enough, lies as the basis of a 
big majority of mental illnesses 
today. When this frustrated con- 
dition starts in the formulative 
years it is magnified to huge pro- 
portions by the time adult life is 
gained. 

When Little League authorities 
lifted kid baseball out of local 
competition and elevated it to 
national proportions, they slug- 
ged the most beneficial aspects 
of the plan into unconsciousness. 
This, of course, is my own opin- 
ion. 

At-a local level, with all teams 
playing in a city playoff, or city 
champions against city champi- 
ons, the game maintains its rus- 
tic amateur standing. But when 
a team is cast from the better 
players out of a group of teams 
we find human weaknesses creep- 
ing in and the young players 
wondering at the honesty of their 
elders. 5 

A father, who is a league of- 
ficial, manager or coach, views 
his son’s playing efforts with 
prejudiced eyes. This is only na- 
tural. When his son is selected 
in preference to another lad, who 
ean play better in the eyes of his 
teammates, the youngsters have 
mueh to say among themselves. 

If the All Star team selected 
loses its first game the regulars 
feel as though they had sinned 
against the entire league. The 
substitutes who watched the-p-~ 
game from the bench feel inad- 
equate. because they didn’t get 
to play, and the alternates men- 
tally place themselves in a class 
below the untouchables. 

If the team wins a number of 
games before defeat the sense of 
frustration after the loss is great- 
er. If they should happen to go 
to the finals and come home with 
the championship they have done 
nothing more than won another 
kid ball game. But they will be 
elevated to local prominence and 
be showered with more honors 
than Miss Universe. 

While: this is going on the rest 
of the members of the league 
finish out the summer’s schedule 
and feel their inadequacy as ball 
players. They have been thus 
pointed to as not being good 
enough for fast company and not 
of sufficient caliber for big com- 
petition.

A parking study for a triangle 
of land near the San Antonio 
Community hospital was in pros- 
pect teday on the heels of de- 
nials by the Planning commis- 
sion of two commercial applica- 
tions for that area.

Simon Eisner, planning consult- 
ant, recommended that the park- 
ing study be initiated in the area 
bounded by Ninth and 11th Aves. 
and Arrow Hwy. and San Ber- 
nardino Rd. 

W. E. Amberson, 1042 San Ber- 
nardino Rd., and Elva Schiltz, 
1110 E. Arrow Hwy., sought the 
change from a R-1-C (residential) 
to C-1 (commercial). 

The ‘‘spot zoning’’ charge was 
leveled by opponents of another 
change, this in the College 
Heights area, on the west bound- 
aries of Upland. 

Three residents desired part of 
this area rezoned from A-2 (agri- 
cultural, poultry? to R-1-C (resi- 
dential, 7,500-square-foot lots). 
This was denied after the Plan- 
ning commission heard that it 
would harm the poultry interests 
there and more R-1-C area is 
not needed.
